Londen, August 2, 1622.—French papers of Monday arrived 
lastnight, They give aa secount of the eoremonies of the King’s 
birth-day, and of the inauguration of the Rtatue of Louis X1V,, 
with which we shall not trowble our readers, These papers cou- 
tsia news from Madrid to the 14h inst. Tho Jovnnat bee Dewars 
says, that the life of the Queen of Spain was despaired of, and 
that atthe departure of the courier she had asked for the jast 
sacrament. Her illness was cecasioned by continued nervous 
attacks. The same paper adds the following siatementsa—" The 
new Minisivy bas announced te all the employe of Government, 
that thoee whe show themecives lukewarm io their sapport shall 
be dismissed. Bevere moasures, and the employment of troops, 
were spoken of, The Council of War had condemned to death 
Licateoant Goieus, of the Royal Guard, as being guilty of wav- 
ing carried arms against the Constitution. The other officers ap-~ 
prebended expect the same lot. Goifieuk was defended on bis 
trial by M, Gareia, ove of the editors of the Rerpectavon. The 
Advocate foifilied bis task with seal, drew tears from the eyes of 
the sadicner, aad produced « creat bmpression on the minds of 
the Jadges. The number of officers of the Royal Geard confined 
in the prisons of Madrid amounts to sixteen. The royalist insur- 
rection, which broke oat af Ronde, and in the neighbouring 
mogetains, mill continags. It is said that the Bishop of Malaga 
end Ceuta bave pat themselves at ibe head of their insurgent peo- 
ple! The Counten Paasecows and the ConstiTurionnet eon- 
tajns each advices from Madrid to the 15th, but present us with 
vothing of much interest. General Mina is said to have set out on 
the itth to head the army of Catalonia, which is stated te amount to 


: 26,000 men. The Minister of Wer, Lopez Danes, is eodenvouring 
: to raise to 30,000 men the army of Aragon and Naverre, io order 
: te sepport the army of Catelonia, and thes to forms liae of cir- 





comvaiiation aloug ihe Pyreances, The Goverment is seid te 
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have resolved (o devote the greatest part of the revenue to the 
service of the Minister of War, and to propose the opening of a 
now loan for the same parpare on the moetipg of the Extraerdina- 
ry Cortes. Genaral Milans bas transmitted the following des. 
patch te Government, dated Breda, Aug. 6:—"“I attacked the 
enemy at daybreak in the streets of this smail town. Tho streets 
are covered with dead bodies, with arms and horses. The caval- 
ry hat pursed the rest; they arenearly all wounded. I am go- 
ing togive a little rest te the troops at St. Celoni, whence I shall 
address to your Excellency a more detailed acexnat.” 


The most atrocious accounts are said (o arrive from Navarre 
and Catalenia ef the ereeclties of the religious fanatics. The 
guards of the Kiag’s Palace are stated tobave been doubled for 
three sights previous to the departure ef the poston the 15th. 


We yesterday inserted « paragraph from the Avossurna Ga- 
2eTre, giving an account of a great victory ramoured to have 
been gained at Thermopylae by the Greeks over the Tarks, and 
we expressed our relactant though grave doubts of the trath of 
the statement, These papers quote the following article from 
the same Augeberg journal, whichis not mach calcalated to in- 
eline the previously wavering balance of probability in favour of 
the decided snecess of the Greeks :—" At the moment we were 
sending our paper to press, we received the Austatan Onsgaven 
of the 16th of August, which devotes five columns and a half to 
the affairs of the Greeks, without saying a word of the advantages 
which they havo obtained; on the contrary, according to it, 
Choarsehid Pasha has been constantly victorious, He has taken 
Salona, Athens, aed Thebes. The Greck Chicfs are at varianeo 
among themselves. Ody asous, in spite of his poctic name, is on- 
fy a highway robber, he assassinated two Earopean officers who 
served the Greeka; be afterwards deserted to Chourschid Pa- 
sha, and it is not knowa now whera he is. Coleotroni, another 
chief of robbera, has been obliged, according to the same aa- 
thority to raise the siege of Patras. General Normann has been 
beaten and leat allhis attendants, The invincible Turkish fleet 
cruises in the waters of Samos. Moldavia and Wallachia hare 
heen evacuated by the Turks, and the Reasian troops bave 
already ve-passed the Dniester, Such are the balletins of the 
Avetatan Onseaven, and we koow what faith they deserve.” 


Tories at Edinburgh.—Tho Tories, we flad, are somewhat dis- 
pleased withthe Duke of Hamilton, for the andisguised frank - 
ness with which he delivered bis somtiments at the Ediabergh 
Corporation dianer, Generally epeaking, it must be acknowledg- 
ed that o political assembly is the propen place for the expressi- 
on of politioal opinions; and to.a certain extent we may be dis- 
posed to hesitate about the taste or prudence exhibited by the 
noble Deke in taking a compliment of pure courtesy offered to 
himself at a convivial meeting, as the text for a profession of his 
constitutional faith and principles, when neither were browgbt in- 
to dispute, But having saidse much, we have, as it appears 
to as, left nothing unsaidthat can be fairly arced in tho way of 
objection to the speroh of this respectable Nobleman. If bis 
taste was doubtful, bie apirit and homesty were entitied te the 
wormest applause. Nay, the less apt or invitiog the oceasion in 
the judgment of ordinary mon, the more eceaspieuous was the 
proof thes sferded of the aca! and noble jealousy by which bis 
Grace was animated on behalf of the cause of public liberty, and 
of his own bonour as the head of the ancient Peers of Scotiand. 
It perhaps eccerred to his Grace's mind that when his health was 
draok in conjunction with the Scottish Peerage, he took ne ua- 
fit or unbecoming license, by vindicating bis claim to so high a 
compliment, and putting oo record his owa sease of the selemn 
obligations and exalted daties of the Peerage. It is possible 
that his Graco might apprehead some anhappy misconstruction of 
the toast, of of the conditions on which he accepted his share of 
it, if he did not, by an oblique theagh iatelligible pretest, contrive 
to purify himself personally from the suspicion that the virtues 
and services which entitled Aum te sack aa henour, were presisely 
of the same elass and kind as those which constiteted the well- 
known title ef many of bis noble brethren, thea present, to be 
embraced within it. Itis, again, more than probable that bis 
Grace perceived the tide of Toryiem to set so strongly ameoeg 
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certaia ranks of the citizens and others who sarroanded bim, that 
it wes asefal to oppose the head of the agistecracy to the torrent, 
We do not regret that the first ' min Scotland has acted 
thie proad and manly part—that he bas rebuked, almost io the 
anspicious presence of that Sovereign who owed his Crown to 
Whig principles, the base devotion of Jacobilism to the creed 
of arbitrary power. Nor coald it be otherwise than benefictal 
to hie Majesty himeelf to show the world, that although be might 
invest his person with the plaid aod insignia of the House of 
Staart, there were in Scotland trae and faithful Counsellors, eho 
would remind bim, ifmeecssary, that the imitation must be pasbed 
no further, 

The King’s Visit to Scotland.—Sunday Morning.—As the 
King’s remaining at Dalkeith daring the preceding Sanday 
had, as we remarked, given offences to bis Presbyterian Deans 
and Chaplains; and as this bed, it may be, been heightened 
by the strong spice of the old Jacobite tenets and feelings 
which were infased into the Episcopalian address which had 
been presented on Monday, it had been arranged that his 
Majesty should this day listen to the simple and primitive 
service of the Scottish Kirk. As thereis a permanent throne 
in the High Kirk fpr the accommodation of the King’s 
Represeetative daring the sittings of the General Assembly, ao 
now erection was reqolsite ia that Kirk. The throng of people 
wishing for admission was, however, so great, that admission 
had to be granted by tickets, for which pretty high prices were 
offered, The King came from Holsrood ia « carriage and six, 
entered the charch at half past eleven, aod seated himself on the 
throne, sarrounded by his courtiers, nobles, and officers of state. 
When he entered, the people stood up, and continued so duriog 
the reading of the introdactory psalm. The sermon was one of 
considerable power and eloquence, and the very Rev. Dr. 
Lamont, Mederator of the General Assembly of the Kirk, 
did aot make a siagle allasion to his Royal bearer, The 
diseourse was a fine specimen of Presbyterian sermonisiog, aud 
it was only ia bis concladiag prayer that the preacher alluded to 
the honear ef the Royal visit. The service was not long, end 
immediately after it was over the King set oat for Dalkeith. The 
conduct of the people, both eutside and inside the church, was 
to the fall as characteristic as that apon any of the preeeding oc- 
exsions, The assembled people in the street lifted their bats and 
bowed respectfully as the King passed along; bat ocither from 
these there, nor from those within the charch, was there any shout 
or even the smallest noise. The solema and dignified stillness 
which provailed through the whole brought back ta one's view the 
Sabbaths that have long gone by; and if the Kiang had reason te 
say, that on account of their week-dey condact they were ail ja- 
dies and gentlemen, he most hare felt from their eondact on this 
Sabbath that they are a nation of Christians. If ia their other con- 
duct they have put an end to the calumny of sedition, ia this they 
bave pat an end to that of infidelity and profaneness. 


Sunday, 5 o'clock.— The King departs for Hopetoun House 
on Tharsday morning, whence, ho will pass on beard the Geet, 
and anil imaediately, 


The King’s Arrwal and Landing.— Edinburgh, Saturday, Awyust 
17, 1822.—If there be circumstances in the state of the country 
which, in a general sense, ould make us regret some of the con- 
sequenees whieh mast attend thia Royal Visit, there are other 
circamstances which make us glad that it bas taken place. His 
Majesty must now be satisfied, from ocular demonstration, that 
the people of Scotland —of all classes—are truly loyal, by which 
we mean, that they are attached to the laws, and anxious to pay 
every rational mark of respect to the Chief Magistrate of the 
State. The King was welcomed, by the body of his Soottish 
subjects—not with delirious joy, as ia Ireland—not with ang 
thing like syeophancs, or andue servility—bet with that defer- 
ence and high regerd which a free people may evince towards the 
the Head of the Government. The demeanour of the people was 
most creditable to themecives. They were steady, orderly, and 
reapectial. That of hie Majesty courteous, and eppareetiy grate- 
fel. Bat how could it be otherwise?—The weather, on Tharsday, 
was notonly fae, but brilliant; the scenery was striking ; agd 
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the popolation of Ediaborgh—we might almost say of Seotiand 
—was in motion to welcome their King. Every thing was 
favourable for shewing off (he pomp and circamstance of the 
eceasion, The spacious inclined plane of Leith Walk was full 
of life, motion, acd bustle. | Calton-Hill, which terminated 
the vista from Leith, was crowded sith peoplefrom its very base ; 
while the Mooument with its Gag, the Observatory, the military 
tents, and the artillery placed upon it for the oecasion, gave iLaa 
effect at once pleasing and imposing. The Easter-road, again, 
which was literally enimated, carried the eye the bold and 
broken outline of Arthar’s Seat aad Salisbary gs—partially 
covered with tents and gans—so that those in the procession, 
which could itself be seen to great advantage from almost any 
point, had before them end aboot them one of the Gnest eompo- 
sition views of town and country,—mountaio, bill, and preci- 
pice,—art and natore,—earth and skr,—that the world can 
fernish, The etateliness and boldness of the streets at the head 
of Leith Walk—the substantial and respectable appearance of 
the houses in Picardy Place, York Place, St. Andrew's Square, 
and George Street,—the pictaresqee maznibcence of the ridge 
of the old city as it is terminated by the Castle, —the elegance of 
the Register-House,—and the soft, yet striking effect of tho 
Calton Hill, with its baildings from the west, and its peopled 
sides mast have made a deep impression on the feeiings of bis 
Majesty. On the other band, we have reason to believe that, 
with these whe had not previously seen the King, his present 
pablic appearance has made a favourable impression towards 
himself personally. on the minds of his Seottish subjects. We 
have ao wish to Matter, but we are glad in being able to proclaim 
such atrath, Aad if no evil counsellor interfere—if his Majesty 
deal eqeally with all parties—we are confident that this progress 
te Scotland will redownd to the bonear and advantage of the 
King aod the people, 

The royal cavalende proceeded at a foot pace along the 
whole reate, so that every person sufficiently near had time to 
take a deliberate view. It wae shewy and well arranged, and 
derived{s picteresque character from the variety and splendour 
ef the ancient and modern costumes, arms, and habilimonts 
displayed. The poorest part, io point of effect, was that of the 
coaches, many of which had no pretensions to elegance ; and the 
geatlemen with blee coats and white wands, whose dress and 
appearance was too civic and sober te consort well with the rest 
of the pageaot. The parties of Highlanders in their ancient garb 
and armour bed a pleasing effect; bat too much has been done 
to give a Highland complexion to the whole of the exhibitions 
connected with the royal visit, as if nothing were Seottish but 
what is Highland. His Majesty, who seemed to enjoy the scene, 
repeatedly teok off his hat and bewed to the spectators. His 
eomplexioe was rather more sallew than we expected, and bis 
physiognomy, though bet slightly touched with the characters of 
oce, seemed to as less youthful than it is generally represented 
in engravings. 

The fireworks, at night, exhibited a still more formidable 
crowd—the immeose masses, who were scattered over along line 
io the forenoon, being attracted te oo poiat. But dense as the 
crowd was, there was the atmost propriety of behaviour, and 
seareely one drunk person was to beseen. There was the more 
merit in their orderly conduct, as the Greworks were stupidly 
placed so low, that net ene person ia ten coald sco them.— 
Seetsman, 

The Late Marquis of Lowdonderry.—It is highly gratifying to 
fied that the Marchioness of Losdeaderry bas successiully exer- 
ted the energies of ber excellent onderstandiog to sastain her 
dering the severe trial which she has endeared. Those who kacw 
the entire and sealous devotion with which she loved the late Mar- 
quis were apprehensive that the sedden sheck of his death would 
paralyese her facatties, aad leave ber the victim of shattered feel- 
ings and ooroeted affections, Hie Lordship’s manner to her 
Curing the last twe or three moaths wes considerably changed 
bis ebservations or saswers, which before were the kindest sod 
mest tender, were semetimes extremely petulant. It was remar- 
ked, too, that be was frequcatly abscat, and even when there was 
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company at his awn table, that be has been twice addressed 
without replying. His memory had also greatly failed him, ead 
as Dr. Bankhead observed on the iaquest, bie Lordship is said 
tobave himself complained ef the defect. This was iv him tho 
more extraordinary, as previously no man possessed a better re- 
collection, of confided more to it. In discharging bis offeial or 
Parliamentary duties, he searcely ever resorted to memoran- 
da, but trasted with jast dependence to his memory. The 
mumboriess instances io which be was thas able to recall ata 
moment's warning to the House of Commons, with the nicest ae- 
curacy of detail, the particulars of proceedings which had passed 
years before, mast be familiar to all whe have beenin the habit 
of attending Parliamentary debates. A circematance, however, 
which eceurred io the House of Commons about six weeks back, 
will show, on the contrary, the melancholy reverse which was ta- 
king place. Two or three days before, av account was published 
inthe wewspapers of the capture of an English ship, boued from 
Baenes Avres with hides, by a Spanish vessel! under an obsolete 
Spanish Colonial law, The British ship, it appeared, bad heen 
taken inte Porie- Rico, and there condemned—part of the con- 
demaation being pablished along with the account of hercaptare. 
To say nothing of advices, almost necessarily, baving been offlci- 
ally reecived at the Foreigad Office, of this transaction, before the 
public could have aknowledge of it, there is great difieulty in 
conceiving that the Marqais of Londonderry, “ho daily saw at 
least all newspapers of note, should pass over, or not have his 
notice called to an article of the importance just described ; yet, 
whea the subject was brought belere Parliament, bis Lordehip, to 
the astonishment of every ene present, declared that he had never 
heard of the case alladed to, and made hie acknowledgments to 
Dr. Lashiogton for his proffer of the docameats respecting it, 
This fact may be fairly taken ne a distressing proof either of that 
declension of memory, or listlessness of mind, which hut tee tealy 
demonsirates a lose of intelleet, Something of the same Geoay 
of the fecaltios scems to have been indicated by the manner 
in which it was observed he lately used te mope about his 
seat at North Cray. He appeared oppressed ia « sort of 
mysteriousness ; walking aboet a heavy lifeless pace, and 
alterastely tooking downwards, with his eyes fixed on the 
ground, or his face saddenty raised gaping at the Heavens, 
wes even observed at alate dinner at North Cray, which he 
gave to some distingaished persons (of whom it le said the Duke 
of York was onc), that his Lordebip on entering the pasioar, withe 
out assingning any reason, requested the Duke of Welliagton to 
take his Lerdship’s plece at the table, while be satin bis Grace's. 
The most extraordinary aberration, however, which he committed 
previous to the prorogation of Parliament, was the treatment 
which bis Excellency the Frenebh Ambassador experienced shout 
a fortnight beck. Tt is the etiquette that the Minister of the Court 
where Forciga Ambassadors reside, always requests them to call 
upoo hia when be wishes for & conference, unless where the Mi- 
nister of Foreign AGaire bas & direet message to deliver from the 
King. Accordingly, about « fortaight ago, the Marquis of Len- 
donderry sent a mete to Viscount Chateaubriand, requesting to 
see him af rather an cousually carly hoor on the following day. 
His Excellency, in conformity with the lavitation, drove at the ap- 
porated time to bis Lordship’s house, and seatup bis eame, Tho 
Marqsis of Lendooderry was in his dressing-reom ; and when 
the servact announced thatthe Prench Ambassador was below, 
he desired the servant to say that he'received oo visitors that day. 
The man of course delivered thie message, bat Viseoant Cha- 
teaubriand, conceiving there mart be some mistake, desired him 
to remind his master thathe bed written forbim to come. Whee 
the servant went ap a second time and meationed this circum- 


> stanee, the Marqais of Londonderry, for the moment, recollected 





himeel(, and ordered bis Excellency to be shown ap, bat sirange 
te sey, to bie dressing-room instead of to the drawing recom | 
When the two Ministers met, of course some explanation passed, 
which belped to remove the awkwardaces of the whole offeir, aad 
convinced the foreigs nobleman thet we slight wes meditated to. 
wards bim or hie Coart. Sidee, however, the eofortenste death 
of the Marquis of Leadonderry bas 66 awfelly ocurred, his Bx- 
celleney sees ancw solation for what previously, at best, sppoar- 
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ed mysterious, and has mentioned the incident as it is now rela- 
ted. On Friday, when his Lordship come te town for the last 
time, it easremarked that be went three times successively to 
Cariton-house gate to wait upon his Majesty, and withont enter- 
ing, retarned agsig to bis house in St. James’s-sqaare. Once 
when he returned in this maaner, he said that he should Grst go 
down to the office before he went to the King, aod then as sud- 
denly proceeded again to Carlton Palace. After leaviag his Ma- 
jesty, he seems to have been conscious, for the first time, of the 
alarming state of bis health, which he remarked that afternoon to 
Dr. Bankhead, He also, while going down in the evening to North 
Cray, asked the Marchioness,‘ Did I speak much nonsense to 
the King to-day 1’ and then, asit were, recollecting that she 
could give no answer, leaned back bis head inthe carriage, and 
seomed sank in a sort of lethargy. — Evening paper. 


Lord Londonderry.—We bave received the following remark- 
able communication respecting the late Secretary for Forciga 
Affairs :— 


Boulogne sur-Mer, Aug. 17, 1822.—“Sir,—The account of the 
avicide of Lord Londonderry reached me at this place, where it 
has excited much interest, for there are few who deny that the 
Noble Marquess had many amiable qaalities in domestic life, 
althoagh millions are groaning under the lamentable effects of his 
publiccarcer. Ina addressing you, however, on this subject, I 
have no desire to offer any individual opinion, My object is to 
call the attention of the public to a singular fact. About 12 
months ago, Iwas applied to by a seafaring man, whose name for 
very obvious reasons, I shall not commanicate, to insert in a dai- 
ly paper which I thea beld in town, an advertisement, by bim 
eslied a Petition, bat, in fact, a very severo attack upon the Mar- 
quessof Londonderry, whom he docased of breach of promise, 
and wanton disregard of his claims asa spy, employed upon fo- 
reign service, On my refusal to comply with his request—be- 
eause compliance woald have been dangerous in the existing state 
of the law upon libel——the individaal referred to, uttered some 
expressions relative to Lord Londonderry, which I considered so 
alarming os to feel conscientiously bound to warn the Noble Mar- 
quceas against assassination * Upoa inquiry, Arrangements were 
found to exist which made it too reasonable to sappose, but for

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whieh they did without ceremony. Thad predeace enongh tp 
conceal from them my indignation at the condeact of their em.

ing my bouse to be made a rendezvous for thief-catehers, that 
I would willingly assist bim to remove to a distance, which | 
have reason to believe that he did. When he was gone, 1 iolg 
the Officers what I had done, and desired them to inform their 
master that in all countries except England, a Police Magis. 
trate is a Gentleman, and would scorn the aaworthy actto whieh 
he had recourse. What followed is immaterial—reproaches were 
meade against me from more quarters than one: but I bad acted

“My object in stating these facts, which I have bitherts 
kept from the pablic, is to throw some discredit upon the assey. 
tion that Lord Londonderry never dreaded assassination up 
his derangement ; end at the same time to caution other Minis.

of any man who bas once served them, and who has claims upos 
their attention. 


“Is it to be wondered at that a Minister should dread assay. 
sination if he neglects the petitions and claims of those whe 
apply to bim ; of that the most brilliant public career should ead 
in wretchedness and misery, if, ia the search for splendour, mes 
prefer the approbation of Mobarchs to the satisfaction of tbe 
beart, and the glad throbbings of an approving concience!

Tlehester and Sir W. Manners ( Lord Hantingtower.)—I1a the 
last Parliament, this borough was nominally represented by the 
Hen, Mr. Ward, son of Lord Dudley and Ward, The borough 
then belonged te Sir W. Manners; and ia the month of February, 
1817, Mr, Ward, representing the Baronet’s borough ia the House 
of Commons, opposed Parliamentary reform from his place ihere, 
and concladed his observations by saying, that “ as Parliameata- 
ry reform, however moderate, was the begioning of an inroad es 
the constitution, and was dangerous, so he would firmly resist 
every proposition that might be made on the sebject,” 


Mr. Oldfield, in bis History of the House of Commons (6 vols, 
8 vo), say8 respecting Hichester, that’ this borough hes been so 
impredent in the exercise of its corruption, as to have bad the 
whole system several times exposed before committees of the 
House of Commons.” He then states, that “the houses in this 
place were purchased up about 1784 by the late Jobn Harcoort, 
Esq., who sold them te Richard Troward, Esq., Attorney at 
Law, of Norfolk-strect. Mr. Troward sold them again to bis 
partner, the late Mr. Albtoy Wallis, who bequeathed them te 
Colone!

the sominatioa of the mombers is thereby transferred from abot

London, August 29, 1622—We have never withheld our 
sympathy from the farmers whe, though still condemned to pay 
high rents, are forced to be satisfied withtow prices for their 
eoro. There is, however, a grievance of differeot natere, and 
falling on amech more extensive class of sufferers, which we 
eae 00 longer refraia frem noticing ia connexica with the price 
of that first necessary of existence—weo mean the oppression 
practised upos the consumer of bread by these who conduct 
the intermediate stages of its manufectere from the thrashing 
machine to the baker’s oven. Deeply as the pablic might still 
regret the sefferings of the farmer from the fall of markets, unac- 
commpanied by a corresponding fall of rents, it would be no 
mean consolation if people could persuade themsacives that the 
community at large were gainers by that partial evil. Bat, 
anfortenately, the grower of wheat is ruined by receiving too 
little, while the consumer of bread is cheated into paring @ great 
deal teo mach. It would hardly be believed on evidence short 
of notoriety, that while the price of good wheat is under forty 
shillings per qoarter, that of a loaf equivalent to the old quartern 
(the name of which is now, for some wise but unknown purpose 
of legislation, abolished) bas been in many parts of the metro- 
polis and its neighbourhood, not less than Od. Allow 38s, for 
the quarter of wheat, whichis described to as to be a high 
average for good corn ; and with ail dae allowance to the baker, 
the price of the loaf ought not to exceed 7d. at the most. But 
to the baker we are inclined to think that the fault is less impa- 
table than to others. If the growth of capital favours monepoly, 
and its frequent consequence high artificial prices, the bakers, 
who, as a trade, are destitate of capital, ecannotin this instance 
be fairly repreached, The arillers and mealmen who sapply the 
bakers of London and the parts adjacent with flour, are known to 
be considerable capitalists, to be comparatively few in namber, 
and to have to a certain extent the means of settling the price of 
flour at their own will. To these men the bakers are in a state 
of vassalage, as paiafel to themselves as that of the publicans to 
the overgrown brewers, and more intolerable to society, in the 
ratio ian which broad is more essential to boman sustenance than 
porter. Thie doable tyranny ought to be broken. It is cruel 
that the farming popetation should be impoverished, and yet 
thatthe poor tohebitants of cities shuald not be relieved. Ifthe 
attention of inte!ligent and independent men be once turned te a 
subject ofwuch manifest importance, and their activity roased 
with a view to the adoption of remedial measures, we donbt not 
thet some beneficial results may be obtained. bi does un- 
geuestionably seem sarprising, that the large profits which 
are ascribed to the meal trade have mot yet enticed to that 
mode ef investment, such a body of capital, aed such a traia 
of epecelaters, as would establish an adequate competition, 
and reduce the profits within erdinary boands. The fact 
indeed hae often struck us as so extraordinary, apd so mach 
at variance with all soued dedections from the common pria- 
eples by which commerce is regaiated, that we have been more 
slow then oar peighboars ia admitting it, But the truth cannot 
be rot over, that an enormous disproportion docs subsist, and 
bas long subsisted, between the price of wheat and of bread; 
and we wish te bave the question elecarly answered, whe wv is that 
pockets the difference. We bave already said, what is acknow- 
ledged by all, that the bakes is not a mooty-making tradesman. 
Ii is andersteod that the bakers are mostly in debt to the millers 
or Coar-merchontse with whom they deal. The cfileci of this 
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toust be a complete deminion of ibe floor-merchant over his * 
debior, and a submission of the latter to whatever terms his : 


inexorable master may demand frombhim. Neg will the ecasc 
be mended by the cireumsiance of a fewindepeadent bakers 
being scattered among the trade, since they cannot force the 
flour capitalist to relax bis general syatem of exaction, Laws hare 


bees resorted to. and alterations o se laws, but withest any 
scasible benef The old acsiz read was fized by striking 
an average pri lour, whereas it was insisted that wheat, not 
' Sour, ought to | rowed the stasderd of calculation: bat 
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: how woald this redace the price of bread, if the miller siill held 


up his four? for if four were bigh, as it now is, and wheat low, 
yet the baker forced te sell bread according to .the standard 
price of wheat, instead of by the price of four, every baker 
ia the metropolis would give up before the week’s end, or 
be infailibly ruined. Still, a stir about the matter may de 
good; and remedies in the course of discussion and of ex- 
ertion, may suggest themselves more efficacious than any 
which bave hitherto been thought of. At Hanwell, on Sunday 
last, a vestry meeting was held in the parish church, for the 
adoption ef some plan towards reducing the price of bread 
from the scandalous price of O}4. at which even the poor 
were compelled to purchase it. The gentlemen present an- 
animoasly agreed, that unless the bakers of that parish lew- 
ered their loaves to7}d. or 8d. they would one and all take their 
bread from London. One or two of the bakers, we understand, 
were moved by this threat to accept the proposed terms, bat 
declared that they could not continue to de so, unless the millers reduced 
their four, Uf the rich are resolute, they may effect wonders, 
both for themselves and their indigent neighbours, The mone- 
poly of the mealmen isa fact which seems anquestionable; but 
we should be ancandid to say that it does not perplex os also.

Avful Catastrophe.— About fear o'cloek in the afternoon of 
sada bie: the villgge of St. Nicholas, in the Isle of Thanet, 
was visited with one of the most tremendeas storms of thander 
and lightaing ever known in the memory of the oldest inbabitect, 
in the course of which two labouriag men, named Geo. Beding- 
field and Richard Johneeck, who were at work in « Geld near 
the village, were instantaneously struck dead by the electric Heid, 
which was observed te descend to the earth to withia two feet of 
Bedingfcid, whose clothes were tore in picees, and his body 
rendered a shocking spectacto, bis bead being dreadfally berot, 
as also one of his legs. The body of Johnoock a also mach 
discoloured and blackened. They were both married men, and 
besides a wife, Johneock has left six children ; and what adds to 
the calamity, hie wife had bees delivered of the youngest only 
a few hours. Two other persons were knocked down and injered 
at the same moment. The bodies were conveyed to the charch 
to await a Coroner's inquest, and the sensation occasioned in the 
village by this dreadfel ecearrence is tadescribable, , : 

Discress in Ireland —A public meeting, for the purpose © 
considering the propriety of forming ea association fer collecting 
clothes for the poor péasantry in Ireland, as recommended by 
the Committee at the City of Londo Tavera, was heid yesterday 
at the Rev. George Clayton's Chapel, Walworth. The meetiog, 
which with two exceptions, consisted altogether of females, wr 
hi-bly respectable; bat, ewleg to the threaleaing appearance © 
the weather during the morning, ¥as Gol so SUmerees ts nna 
wise might have been expected. There were, howerer, abos 
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from 80 to 100 ladies present. . Soom aficr 12 o'clock, the 
Rev. George Clayton stated the object for which the meet- 
ing had been assembled. It was, he observed, scarcely ac- 
cessary for him to gtate, that by the benevolent exertions and 
most liberal donations of the public in every part of this king- 
dom, the frighifal progress of famine and disease had beca almost 
effectually arrested ia Ireland. Thoesaads and thousands had 
beca preserved from that most terrible visitation—death by 
hanger; aut the period was now rapidly approaching when the 
poor Irish peasant, being able to precure work, would ne longer 
stand in need of the pecuniary assistance of bis liberal bene- 
factors in this coantry. To this, however, there as yet remained 
ene obstacle; and as far as thousands were concerned, almost 
av insuperable one, unless the exertions of the charitable and 
bamane were again called into action. This obstaciec, it would 
be casily anticipated, was the want of clothes. Many of the 
poor people having in the early period of their seaffcriogs, and 
before effectual relief arrived to them from this coantry, parted 
with every article of clothing which could procure them the 
smallest portion of food, and arrest even for a short time the 
intelerable pangs ef benger. The consequence was, that a 
large portion of them whe were able to work, and for whom 
employment could be obtained, were prevented from availiog 
themselves of the circemstanee by the want of clothes. Great 
as thie evil wes at present, it must be considerably agyra- 
vated ou the approach ef winter. To remedy the evil the com- 
mittee at the Lenden Tavera had recommended the forming of 
district committees of ladies and gentiemen for the purpose of 
collecting old clothes, and of providiag such articles of dress for 
men and women as were likely io be mosi serviceable in the com- 
ing wiater. A committee, onan extensive scale, was formed at the 
west cad of the town, from whose exertions cousidcrable benefit 
had been already derived, and the object of the present meeting 
was to take such steps as might lead to similar reselta ia this 
neighboarhoed. He would sow leave the ladies to arrange 
amongst themselves sech plan, as, in their opision, would be 
likely to forward the object which they must all have in view. 
He would only add, that the articles which the Londen Tavera 
Committee particularly recommended were, shirts, ance! waist- 
coats, and large wrapping great coats for the mon; and shifts, 
fiance! and linsey-woolsey petticoats, and piaid or woolea wrap- 
ping cloaks for the women. As the commitics did not wish to 
add to the wants of the poor Irish, by giving them articles which 
were not considered necessarics of dress amongst themscives, 
they did not recommend the providing of shocs of stockings, as 
with these the great majority of the peasantry in general dispen- 
sed. The ladies would, therefore, do well to confine ibeir atten- 
tion te these articles which he bad already mentioned. He would 
now take bis leave, satisfied that, having pointed oat to them 
how far they might relieve their fellow creatores from misery, 
ne exhortation on his part could be necessary to stimulate them 
te so meritorious an effort. The reverend gentiemac then with- 
drew. 

We did aot atiend the deliberations of the ladies, bat we 
endersteod the resalt to be the appointment of a committee to 
forward the object for which they had been called together. 


The Ancient Vessel discovered in the Channel of the Rother. — 
Sisce our last sotice of this singular remoant of antiquity, it bas 
been perfeetly cleared from the sea-send and mad, so as to render 
both its external and internal parts visible, and is found to be io 
aatate capable of being Boated: several ship-earpenters have 
consequently bees employed to repsir and fit it, so that it may bo 
conveyed by water to London, where, with the antique remains 
found in it, it is isteaded to exbibit it, For this parpose the 
attempt to feat it will take place thisday. “i will iadeed be 
(says our correspondent) a very oovel and astonishing occarrence 
te see a ship which was lost G00 years ago, raised from what was

Mis: Annabella Rem-ay.—Ao inquisition was taken yester- 
day, at the siga of the Fortune ef War, in the New-road, before 
Thomas Stirling, Esq. Coroner, on the bedy of Miss Annabella 
Ramsay, aged 30 years, whose body was found drowned in the 
Regeat’s Canal on Sanday morning. The deceased, it appeared, 
ia consequence of some family quarrel, absconded from hee 
friends, with whom she resided ia Montague street, Russell. 
square, on the preceding Wednesday. Haad-bills were printed 
and posted up in all parts of the town, describing hor persoa, 
dress &e. and offering a large reward to any person who would 
give any tidings of her to her friends, but she was not heard of 
aatil she was found drowaed, aud at the time there was a bill- 
sticker posting up some of the bills along the road. The de- 
ceased had been seen, the three days preceding to her body being 
found, walking in alow desponding state ap aed down by the 
side of the canal, and during the time she avoided meeting or 
speaking to any one. Other witnesses proved several instances 
ofan unsettled mind in the deceased ; and the Jury returned a 
verdict—“ Drowned herself when ia a state of temporary meatal 
derangement.” — Times, Aug. 29. 


Lord Colchester. —Some anxious epprehensions, we fad, 
have been expressed, lest the delicacy of my Lord Colchesterts 
health may enhappily compel him to decline the honour of a seat 
in the Cabinet, whieh it is said, his Lordship’s friends iatend te 
propese for bim. The assidaous duties of the Speaker's Chair 
are enderstood to have produced Injarioas effects, which neither 
time oor travelling have sensibly ameliorated. Perhaps, how- 
ever, his Lordship’s constitation ie still elastic enough for the du- 
ties of office, and we are not without hopes but the exercise of 
body and mind, which e Cabinet Minister is paid to wadergo, 
might much contribute to hig eventual recovery.

Cuy, Wednesday, August 28.—WNo Poreign Mails bave arrived 
this day at the Post-Ofice, nor has any thing transpired io the 
city of mech moment, Merchants are forced, by the existing 
laws of tbe land, not to commeanicete with their cortespondenta 
unless through the Geveral Post-office, and they feel their jater- 
ests deeply injared by private expresscs, and information receiv- 
ed by the steamboats, daily anticipating the arrivais of bis 
Majesty's packets. When the laws enforce a particular mode 
for the conveyance of correspondence, that mode should be ren- 
dered as perfect as possible. The power of sicam has compleie- 
ly chanced every thing connected with maval polity. Tee Rarin 
aod the Kine or THe NeTHERLanpe are cstablished weekly betwint 
Leadon and Rotterdam. These are both steem-boats, and 
their arrivals can be se regularly celewlated om, that the agents 
occasionally take &@ boat down the Thames, from a certainty 
that their mectiog with them will not occasion the loss of & cou- 
ple of hours. By the way of Retierdam, every lotcer from 
Rassis, Prussia, Sweden Denmark, Planders, and Helland may 
be received by steam with as mack regelerity as those from 
Laverness, Portpatrick, et Falmouth, and the Pest-ofice (having 








a monopoly of correspondence) should in jestice direct a steam 
Vaich at Rotterdam or Heivoecisinys, to receive twice a week all 
the letters addressed to England from the North of Europe. It 
is a wail established fact that at present the expences of the Post 
office Packets cost Government more than they rean from them. 
There ate four stations, Gottenburg, Hamburg, Flanders and 
Helvoetslays, for the conveyance of the correspondence with 
Eogland from the North of Europe, and the two Steam Yachts 
the Kiso or rue Natuen tanps, and the Rarip, from Rojterdam 
could deliver all the letters asually received by the media of 
these four stations, at a very trifling expenec to the Government, 
and in a much shorter period generally, than any sailing vessel is 
capable of effecting, The power and the advantages of steam 
have been well exemplified in his Majesty’s late voyage to Scot- 
land, when the Jamus Watt Steam Ship absolutely drew the Roy- 
at Gronce sailing yacht, acknowledged to he the finest sailing ship on 
the eea, to the Firth of Porth, leaving even frigates twenty-four 
hours behind them, From the capital of the Russian Empire, 
by steam, the regular communication could be reduced to 10 
days, calling one day at Lubec, or at some other central place on 
the passage, to examine the machinery. At present the regular 
course of post from St, Petersbargh is 21 days. From Paris 
the communication should be daily, for the two days in cach 
weck, on which French mails do not arrive, are constantly sup- 
plied with information received by private expresses, to the great 
detriment of tho Post-office revenues, and to the greater detri- 
ment of individual merchants. From Spain, Portugal, and a 
pert of the Mediterrancan, all letters couid be received by the 
way of Lisbon, or Ferrol, with the utmost certainty, and in the 
short period of 60 hours, by steam packets, from either of these 
places to Falmouth, So long as steam navigation is permitted 
by law, so long are the British merchants injared by the Post- 
office not adopting this plan for the conveyance of the public 
mails, and the revenues of the empire are also injured by an ad- 
herence to customs which should be totally exploded, because 
they are not equal in utility to modern discoveries. In two years 
ateam navigation has heeome more perfect than the knowledce of 
maval tactios previously acquired bad been able to effect by cen- 
turios of experience, ond the public interest requires that the 
Post office shoald by the employment of steam packets, redace 
the expence and iacrease the celerity of commercial commupica- 
tions 


Inauguration of Lowis the Fourteenth.—We have given a 
brief extract from the Oration delivered at the inauguration of 
Lovie the Fourteenth. We are bere very gravely told, that the 
greatmen of the age of the Grand Mona que knew every thing 
that can possibly boknown, that they penetrated all the theories 
of which we boast in the present day, but that tliey eaw the dan.

I appeal te you, Nobles, Warriors, who form the 
glory of purage, is there one of the arts which you practise, of 
which the first solid foundation is not to be attributed to Louis 
XIV. Is there a single kind of greatness which is not derived 
from that focus of illamination t Versed in all boman knowledced 
those geniuses whose profundity astenishes our weakoess, any 
seems to embrace all times, all places, all peas were the? 
ignorant then of the theories of which the present age beasts? 
No, undoubtedly, they penetrated them, but they saw the dan 

gers of them, aod oly made known what the wisdom and spirit o 

their age permitted them to publish. Happy bad it beea if the 


same rescrve had always beca shewn,” 
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It is said that M. Pozzo pe Boroo will leave Paris on the 
28th for Verona ; that the King of Prussiagoes directly to that 
city; thatthe Emperor Alexander will reach Vienna on the 7th 
September; and lastly, that the Emperor of Austria is expected 


ia the latter days of September at Manich, whence he will go to 
the Congress. 


Paris, Aug. %.—Letters of the 15th from Madrid announce, 
that the Queen was sofferiog continued nervous maladies, and it 
was asserted before the departare of the courier that she had de- 
manded the viateum, Before the Queen was so ill the King had 
requested a second time to go to Sandon, that his wife might take 
the baths, This was again refased to him, buat not to the Queen 
This Princess positively refased to ge without the Coart. The 
new Ministry had called together the official persons, and de- 
clared that all who shewed themselves bat lukewarm in defence 
of the present Government shoald be dismissed immediately. 

The Royalist insurrection which broke out on the Ist of 
Augest at Ronda, and in the neighbowing mountains, continues. 
The Bishop of Malaga and Ceata are, it is said, at the head of 
the insargents. 


Avgsburgh, Aug. 20.—Letters from Semlin speak of a great 
victory gained by the Greeks, between Larissa, the Siraite of 
Thermopylae, and Salona, over Cheurschid Pasha. If this news 
may be eredited, this bleody battle was fought on the 8th of 
July, by the Generals Ypsilasti, Normans, Bosares. Normanna 
was elevated on a shield, and saluted with the title of Heroic 
Chief. Four Pasbas sre said te be taken; and Chourschid 
Pasha, conqueror the evening before, and advancing at the head 
of 70,000 men, was obliged to flee with scarcely 4,000, 


Tue Avustataw Onsenven, of the 16th of Aagast, does not 
agree with this news, except as it relates to the death of Ulysses. 
It appears not to have known more than the trifling defeat which 
the Greeks suffered on the 7ib, which did not, however, prevent 
them from returoing the following day with renewed vigour.—Le 
Consiitutionnel, 


Viewna, Aug. 16.— Chourschid Pasha bas advanced at the 
head of mere than 40,000 men across Thermopylae, by Zettouni, 
where'the Grecks experienced a considerable check. He after- 
wards occupied Lividia aud Salona, sceordipg to later letters 
he bas retaken Thebes and Athens, Misunderstandings conti 
nually prevail among the Greeks Chiefs. Odysseas, who bas beca 
much spoken of on account of his poetical mame, was sothing 
less than a Chief of Mainote banditti, who, afier having caased 
te be murdered two Beropean Officers who had beea scut to him, 
passed over to the side of Choarsehid Pasha, whore he afterwards 
met his death, it is not keaown in whatmanner, Colecotroni, by 
bis private authority, has raised the blockade of Patras, and bas 
recalled his son, who commands a small body of troops ia Albania, 


“The Turks, formedin three divisions, attacked, on the 16th 
of July, wear Arta, the two intrenched eamps of the Insurgents, 
those of the Hellenes, and those of the Philellenes (friends of the 
Greeks), and foreed them after an ‘obstinate resistance. The 
troep'of General Normann, which was 150 Philelienes, lost 150. 
The General himself and Liewtenant-Celone! Gebernati saved 
themsc!ves in the mountains of Combotti with 70 men, the others 
bave been taken, carried to Artaaedexeceted, Coant Nermasa 
aod bis compasiogs fest all their baggage, decorations, pass- 
ports, &e, 


“The Turkish flicet, after having received reinforcements, 
jeft its station near Tenedos to go te Patras for the new Captain 
Pasha.

Safe Arrival of his Majesty. 
The Scotsman, Edinburgh, Soterdey, August 17, 1522. 


Tr ia @ith enfeigned pleasare thet we this day announce the safe 
arrival of his Majesty on Wednesday afterncen at two o'ctork ia Leith 
Rosds. At an earty hour in the morning the Calton Hill was crowded 
with spectators, apriossiy looking ont for the reyal squadron ; bat the 
merving being hazy it was rine o'clock before they were descried, 
about tea miles below Loch Keith. Immediately on their being obsere- 
ed the createst bastle took place in every quarter of the city, and ail 
the pablie bedies.began tomake arrangem-ats to proceed to meet our 
Sovereign. At eleven o’clo-k the haze oa the water began te clear away 
and the Reval Geoace yack, o board of whieh was his Majesty, was 
distinetly visible, wich the Janes Wart and Comer steam-packets tow: 
ing ber op. The other hips of the royal squadron, vis. the Puartow 
frigate, the Foewnrs sloop of war, the Patnce Reoret yacht, aad the 
Caters and Cameteon, tenders te the reyal yacht, were astern of 
the Rowat Geores, avd kept fring salates, which were answered by 
the Doven Aig-chip and Forre tigate in the Roads, When near loch 
Keith the Comer steam vessel threw off the Royit Ceonoe, which 
was then towed to the Roads by the James Warr. Arboat half past one 
two vessels passed Leith te One style, and at two cast anchor in the 
Roads, when « sainte was Gred from the Battery. Daring the progress 
of the roys! squedros ep the Prith, the Castle sed Calton Hille were 
ecrewded with people; and along the shore at Leith and Newheren 
nombers were assembled, whe repeatedly cheered, well comiag the 
appreach of the royal visiter.

Tn the foregoing order the procession passed alone Bernard and 
Constitution Street, ander the triamphal arches which had been erected 
in them. 

The Glengary Highlanders, ander the command of Colonel Ranald. 
gon Macidonell of Glengarry and Clanronald, arrived at Leith at a little 
past eleven, keeping possession of the Roval carriage till bie Majeaty 
stepped into it; they then accupled the station appointed to them, which 
was wearest to the Roval Person of all the Highlanders, being next to the 
Royal Com pany of Archers, 

When the processionhad proceeded a short war on Leith Walk, the 
Usher of the White Rod, supported by Marchmont and Islay Heralds, wre 
coded by two Stale trumpeters, and attended by (two Parsaivants, advance. 
ed to give the summons to the City in sach time as te prevent the proces- 
sion heing stopped until the barvier was opened, When within sixty or se. 
weoty varde of the barrier, a flowrish of trumpets was given, —a second at 
about thirty yards distant, and a third when they reached the barrier - 
Marchment Herald was here directed to summen the city, which he did 
by giving three kuwocks at the barrier, when the Chambertaia of the city 
(who to the night of his office keeps the kevs,) desired te know his com> 
mands. The herald replied, that his most gracious Majesty, King George 

the 1V., had landed on « visit to Scotland, was avpreaching, end he wae 
warrauted to demand an entrance for die King inte the ayeient city of 
Eadioborgh. The Chamberiainhaving coaveved the sammons tothe Lerd 
Provost, the gate waa bv his autherity opened, when they advanced to 
the Lord Provost, and Marchmoot Herald presented himself before the 
Lerd Provost, and said,— My Lord, | have the honour of annonncing to 
your Lordship, the very hear appresch of oar most gracions Serereigan 
the King, to visit bie most Jovel and ancient capital of Scotiand; and I 
am commanded (eo request admittance to the city for himself and retinge 
The Lecd Provost expressed bis readiness ta camnmly with the demand, 
and immediateiv ordered the gates to be throwa even te admit the Ring 
The Usher of the White Rod took off his hat, and made bis ebeisanee, 
when the whole party reined back and retured te their places ia the pre- 
eession, which cow entered the city. 
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When the carriage of the King entered within the barrier, the whole 
proression halted, aad the Magistrates being in waiting on the soeth 
side of the street, approached the royal carriage, the door of which was 
thrown open, and the King steod ep to receive them. — Having advanced 
with three reverences, the Lord Provost mede a short speech of congra- 
tolation, aud koeeiing, presented the ancient siiver keys of the esty. — 
His Majesty was giacioasiy pleased te make a saitable reply, and re- 
delivered the keys to the Lo:d Provost, who, with the Magistrates, re- 
tired to their carriages, and took their places im the procession, which 
then moved forward to Holyrood-hoase. 


HOLYROOD HOUSE. 


The King arrived at the Palace at half-past ene, and was received 
by the Doke of Hamilton, Keeper of the Palsee, who had the honour to 
kiss hands; the Dake of Montrose, the Lord High Chamberisin, Lord 
Melville, the Lord in Waiting, &e, and followed br the Officers of 
State, Lord High Constable, and Usher of the White Rod, who had the 
honoar of being particalarly noticed, and of kissing hands; the depute 


King of Arms, Duke of Argyle, great Master of the Houseboid, aud their 
attendants. : 


Immediately en bis Majesty being seated on his throne, the 
Kaight Marischall and his twe Esquires, bearing the Regolia, (wha 
were ready at the lower end of the toom), advanced towards the 
throne, making three reverences ; Girst, at the piace where they wers 
Statioved ; secondly, at the middie ef the rvom: and thirdly, at the 
foot of thethrone. The Knight Marischall then (on his hace) present. 
ed the Crowa ; aad the Deputy Lord Lyoo of Scotian’, tn obedieonce 
to his Majesty's command, sammoued the Duke of Hamilton to receive 
it, (of his koee), from the Kuight Marischali, aud be immediately took 
his station on the right hand of the King, The Koight Marischeil thea 
received from his Esqaire the Sceptre, and presented it in like manner 
as the Crown, The Depaty Lord Lyon then snmmoned Led Francis 
Levisoa Gower, as the representative of the Baril of Sotheriand, whe 
on hiskuee received the Sceptie from the Koignt Marischali, and wok 
hisstation on the left hand of the King. The Sword of Staie was, in 
like manner, presented and delivered to the Earl of Errol, who took 
his station om the right hand of the Kiag. The Koight Marischall thea 
had the honour to kiss the King’s hand, and retived with his two Esq, 
making three reverences, te the lower end ef theroum. 


Immediately afterwards, the Dake of Moutrase announced that iho 
Lord Provest and Magistrates of Edinbargh were in attendance to pre. 
senten address, The Dake, by his Majesty’s command, iniredaced the 
Lord Provost and Magistrates and Council, who advanced, with three 
reverences, to the foot of the Throne, whee the Address was read by 
Mr. Crichton, the senior City Clerk, 


The King made a saitable reply, in which he expressed the very 
high confidence he bad always placed in the peapie ot Scotland, and the 
pleasure he hed in coming among them ;—that he weald always cane 
tinue to hold the City of Edinborgh in the highest favoar. Tae Lord Proe 
vosthad the honour to kiss hands, and the Bailies, the Dean of Gaiid, 
and Treasurer, were severally intredaced, and kissed hands, Thev thea 
reticed with their revereaces, The King then left the Throe, and seve. 
ral of the Judges of the Court ef Session, Josticiary, aud Commiesary 
Coart, aed the Jadge Admiral, who were in atiendonce, had the honovr 
of being introdaced. The King, preceded by the Regalia, borne by the 
respective Peers to whom they bad beew committed, thea proceeded te 
ihe roval closet, The bearers of Regalia having placed themen the 
table, retired with three reverences, The Ring thea commanded the at- 
tendanee of the Captain-General and Ceancil of the Reval Company of 
Archers, to perform the service of délivering « pair of barbed arrows, 
which is the reddendo contained in the charter by Queen Ause, ia 
favour of the Reyst Company. 


Some time after His Majesty left Holvroed-honse in a elese carriage, 
and proceeded by the private road to Dalkeith, whefe ne arsived at beif 
past three, The tababitants of the town collected in great aumbers, aud 
hailed his arrival with cheers. Io the eveniag Dalkeith was illeminated, 
His Majesty had a select party to dime with him, consisting of the great 
officers of State, and some other distinguished persouages. His Majesty 
does not retara to Edinburgh (iil tins day.

tien in the details, there was mach gorgeeusness of effect; the mrevailing 
error being a crowding of coleared lights, se as to destroy al! simplicity. 
Of the pablie haildivgs, the Post-Office, we think, bad the freest aad 
most spirited effret ; bat it did not strike as that mach fact o sagacity 
was displayed in Bxing apen on itecription, which, with taiteble errom 
paniments, was © Heil Staref Rrauewick.” This woeld hare done bet 
ter, we imagine, for the apotheosis of her late Majesty. The Ro gent 
Bridge, however, bad altogether a striking effect; an? St Andrew's 
Sqeare, from the @est, was teally magnificent. The Faciese fice, in 
the centre, was richly got ap, with the inscription, * Salve Pater Pitria;”’ 
aod the British Linen Company on the epectaier’s right, with the Reval 
Brek on hig left, decorated io @ very jadicions and not nneapensive man- 
ner, had slrogether o splendid appearance.

This was bvfar the best point for getting anitea of a general 
ilemination, theegh the effect of the Oid Town. especially from the Cross 
to the Castle Hill, was irregelarly and wildly siriking, as seen from 

Prince's Street. The view wopwards from the temoorary gate below 
Piceardy Place was alee geod ;—or, perhaps we should sev some. 
thing etrouger, fer the general.cffect, from the astatelinees of the 
boildings, terminating or closing the streets, was imposing. Pie.

Vision of Wirza, bet with the oave whee diepelied meleacheals 
that the leet were again frequentiv (owed. This, we trast, will be the 
Case Wilh all who were lest ou the eccasica. 
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To the Old Town the moet ctriking devices were those on the 
Merchaot’s Hall, the front ofthe Reowel Exchange, the Courant Office, 
the Parliament House, the Conaty Hall, end the Bank of Scotland, 
These were all dene with white or coloured tamps, Inthe inseriptions 
generaliv, the word welcome formed the most common aed conspicaons 
word, There were aconsi deradie namber of traneparencies, which, a 
weoal, were miserable casie atures, and tar inferior in effect to the Agures 
executed with lamps. The transparency in front of the Mereary Omer, 
representing the City of Edinbargh in the character of a female, laving 
the keys at the King’s feet, was the only exception wesaw, Some of 
the Geares, such as that on the Stamp Office, seem to have been almost 
com plete failares, from the bad construction of the lamps, er from too 
ema lia pembee being empioved. The general style of iileminaiion was 
set saperierte what we have witnessed on former occasions; butthea 
transparencies and deviecs were more vamerens and splendid than we 
have eversago. The most brillie ot single object was the Crown execute 
ed with gas lights, en the top of the gas. work chimney, which has been 
iWemioated every mght since his Majesty's arrival, 


At ten o'clock the discharge of artillery from the Castle, (he Calton. 
bill, Salisbury Craggs, and the ehipe Inthe Roais, added much to the 
grandeur of the scene. A rumour was ciresteted that his Majesty was 
among the spectators in aciose carriage. The thing is certainly probas 
ble, but perhaps there is no other fenndation for it than its probability.

: The imeressing importance of ear comme cial relations with 
Spanish America bec ming every day more evident, I beg to offer you 
afew observe'icns oon the debate in the Hoase of Commons, apon the 
petition presented by Mr. Marryat ou the Stet alt., which Lhope may 
tead to correct certsin misapprehentions upen matters connected with 
those countries, as well as to assist the argaments of these whe urge the 
adoption of mere effective measares (o destroy the pirates who infest 
the West lndian seas. 


Tr is strange that & person concerned in the trade to Chilli and Pern 
should open bissneech se loosely as Mr. Marryat is reported to have 
@one, by stating that “‘ the Governments of Chili and Pera are at pre 
sent at variance, and thet each has declared the ports of the other in a 
state of blockade.” As the independent party, sided bv the allied army 
of Buenos Ayred and Chill, ander the command of Generel San Martin, is 
ia possession of the capital and of the greater part of Pera, that party 
may be regarded as the governing party in Porn; and Pern, therefore 
fe mot at variance with Chill, nor bas ite Government blorkeded the 
porte of Chili, neither has the Goveroment of Chili bleckad d anv of 
the ports of Pere. Lt isthe independent Government of Pern which 
has declared some of the sonthern porte of Pern, whieh remainin the 
possession of the Spanish army, to bein a estate ef blockade, and has 
sent ships of war to inforce the declaration. 


For my own part Tattach entire eredit te the assertion of Sir G 
Cockburn, that © every thing pocsible has been done by our navy en 
the coasts of Pera and Chili for the protection of British vescels.” We 
cannot laterfere with the rights of hellicerent powers to blockade the 
ports of those with whem they are at war; bat oar naval commanders 
have shown great wafhnes ia endeavouring te prevent acy improper es- 
tension ef those rights. 


But with regard to the piracies committed in the West Todian seas: 
if the deetiine laid down by the gallant Admiral is good for any thing» 
those enormites must goon and increase. According to him, it is saffici- 
ent that e sessel bears the flag of Spain to exempt her from avy question 
on the part of our cruisers, Bat, with deference to his saperior know. 
ledge of maritime law, beg to say that the acts mentioned by Mr 
Bright, viz. ** :obbing defenceless vessels, plundering their eargees. and 
hanging up their crews,” are piratical acts, and cannet be covered by 
any Gag. ts the Admiral grown se errapnions, that if he hears of ves. 
eels so engaged, he will not permit them to be overhauled to tca whe 
ther the commission ander which they pretend to act ic genuine or apa. 
rious. Commissions are granted for specific objects te authorize the 
bearers to act sgainet nations with whom the government granting them 
is at war. He has not tnformed as that Spain has declared war either 
egaivet os or any other Rarepean nation; without which, if vessels on 
der the Spanish Mag are found to capture the vessels of any nation, they 
are guilty of piracy, They have norightte plonder any vessels whate- 
ver, or exercice summary justice on their crews without adjnudication--that 
be piracy, whether practhed upon a neutral er anenemy. Our merchants 
do not demand of Government that they shoald instrvet our ernicers to 
habe and destroy withont adjndicetion; but to cantare and bring im for 
adjndication, vessels aud persons saspocted of wiratical condact. Ff wi 
racy cannot he breaght home to them, thee will be released; batif they 
ave found guilty, itie mach better that Spain shenld declare war acainst 
wa for hanging ber piratical saljects, than that we should be redaced to 
the alternative the Admiral propovee—of declaring war against her. in 
order to make bor rreall her cruisers withia the pale of humanity. Indeed 
he sreme to depart from the candonr ae general in his profession, and to 
desire to baffle our expectations with aw expedient which he mast fee! 
to be wagatory, when he talks of looking to Spain to step the evil. He 
maatbe aware of the impeossiblity of identifving the vaseels or the men 
without capture, so a8 to enable the Government of Spain te take mea 
sures against them. Ov the other hand, ca: ture ie mest likely te take 
place, Ragrente deficte, and uoder circrmetances which offer sufficient 
evidence fur condememation in onr courts; and if the misereants are 
hanged in comequence. the Spanish Government will bardiy have the 
face te own them and to remonstrats against the proeeed'ng. Bet if we 
apply te Spain to stop these infamous practices, the re; ly is—* We hare

The trial of Walter Pitemaarice, alles Captale Rock, who hed been 
tranemitied from Limerick, Patrick Callaghan, Jon Sheehan, Willian 
Tierney, John Ready, William Costeile, aod Donic! Brosnshee, was call. 
ed on for the abdaction of Miss Goold. Three others bad been jagcta. 
ded in the indietment,—mamely, Timothy Daly, Redmond Wall, end 
Darby Quinlan; bnt the fret bad been already convicted and sentenced 
to be, traneperted for another offence; the second was sick, and net ie « 
state to be bronght into Court; and the third bad get his trial pat off 
watil the meat assises, apon strong affidavite. 


Mr, Jacmecow stated to the Court, that an affidarl( was preparing on 
the part of Walter Fitsmaarice to postpone bie trial til) the neat easives, 
ou the groand of the absence of a material witness, at witeess wae 
Mr. Gerald Blenwethassett of the county of Limerick, who was the magi:

Gepoved, that she recollrcted the 4ib of March, at which time she was 
steying at ber brother's house at Aughrim, in the county of Cork. An 
armed party came te the house al wight, and got in; var of them got 
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the eldest; she replied net. Ome of the party desired her not to be 
frightened for ‘twasn’t her they wanted; witness bes two sisters older 
than herself; the men then left the room, bet reterned, and asked ber 
the same question, to which ebe gave the same anewer. They then de. 
tired her to get ap, a8 they intended to barn the house, At the time of 
which she speaks, her eidest sister was im Cork, and ber next eldest sis- 
ter was somowhere in the house. (ne of the men desired the rest toge 
out of the room while she was dressing herself ; they did, bat the person 
who spoke remained. She pat on her asval day dress, and one of the 
men camein, and heand the mae whe remained took her np in their 
arms, and carried her dowa «taire. There wats candice in the repm, 
She was pat epon a horse hefores mao of the name of John Browne, 
and this against her consent; she was taken to Browne's father’s house, 
amile distant, about 12 men accompauying ber. She bad never seen 
Browne before. On getting to the house jost mentioned, » pillica 
was pat onthe horse, avon which she was placed behind ; Browse 
and the other party again rede off; thefe was « loose cost pul spon 
her, swd on coming to a little village, called Freemount, they ttop- 
ped at a honte and called for spirits; bere they were joined by 
six other, and the whole party set out and continued travelling till 
eight o'clock in the morning, having stopped atene cabin to get a 
saddle, and at another for a msn te show them the shortest way 
over the mountains. Before she had got two ficids, she being thea 
erying, & man ef the name of Fitemaarice came op, end said aniess 
she held her tongne he wonld have her life. This person she now iden- 
(ified. In the course of the sight she frequentty fell from theberse. Be- 
fore day-break the party fell off except foar or five, among whom were 
Browne and Pitemaarice. They stepped et the house of a man of the 
name of Leany, in the county of Limerick, where she was kept (wo days 
against her consent, during which time Browne was alone with her, 
Bhe was kept in possession ef these people three weeks, and was left in 
acabin at the road side, where she was found, One of the men had 
said ove day that witness should marry Browne, which he said also, or 
else he knew whet he would de te ber.

Michael Backley tives in the village of Freemocnt, ia whieh there 
is a pablic house kept by « man of the name of Forrest. On the night 
Miss Goold was taken eff, he saw some horsemen riding through abot 
an hoor after night-fall, towards ber brother's bease. About an hour 
after that, be saw Fitemaerice and twe beys of his come te Forrest's 
hoase; they weet ia, drank liquor there, and went eff in the direction 
the other men had takee. Witness went ite his own house and remaia- 
ed ap, being afraid of Walter Fitemaarice, wvtil the gang came back, 
which was ivabenttwe beers, He heard a woman o@ horseback screece 
ing, rened whom there wasacrowdef hersemen, They stopped at 
Forrest's for alittie, aed thee went off. The witness here ideatified Cossel- 
jo as one of the men who was ia the gang oo the retere ; alse Patrick 
Caliaghan, Joba Ready, Davie! Breseahin, Jobe Sheeban, and William 
Tiernes. One of those only ef the last mentioned be had seen goiag to, 
ac well as from, Miss Gooid’s. It wasa moonlight vight, and the party

The use of Barometers is attended with muck trouble aod 
inconvenience, and they are very expensive Instraments, for, in- 
dependent of prime cost, they are extremely liable to arcidents 
in transportation. Whoever wishes to get them from Burope, 
should order three times as many as he may want. It is well 
knows to many people that very fow of these Tnsiraments arrive 
in Calcutta in a perfect state, and this of course euhances the 
price of those sold bere. 


Io making observations with Barometers, it Is necessary 
whea aeearacy is required, to attend to the quality and specific 
gravity of the Mereury, the expansion of the Meroury, giase and 
air, the moisture of the atmosphere, adjustment of sero, ko.

Dr. Apjobo in bis seoount of Dr, Wollaston’s Thermometer, 
says it has many advantages over tho common Barémeter, some 
of which are ist,—It is mach more poriable—a élroumstanee 
of considerable ceosequence; and one whieh will be duly 
appreciated by those who have had suMcient socicatifo seal 
to carry ene of Troughton’s Barometers to the summit of 
a bigh movotain. @diy.—tt is capable of being mado mach 
more sensiblo. The sensibility of the Iastrament used by him 
was to that of the Barometer as 65to 48. Irdly.—The eal- 
culation is mach more simple, The table given by Dr. Wollaston, 
precludes the necessity of having recourse te Logarithms, and 
it is am advantage pecaliar to this method that it is encumbered 
with but ofe of the two corrections necessari'y embraced la 
barometric formulm.
